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A View of the Campus 


Located outside the cities of Burlington and Winooski, St. 
Michael’s College overlooks the Winooski River valley and commands 
a view of the Green Mountains, especially Mount Mansfield twenty 
miles to the east. 

The central structure on the college campus is Old Hall, a large 
four story brick building of modified colonial design. Classrooms, the 
library, and offices of the Treasurer, Procurator, Dean of Men, and 
Publicity are located on the first floor. The second floor is occupied 
by the office and the President and private rooms for faculty and 
students. Faculty and students occupy the remaining floors. On the 
fourth floor is located the office of the Mountain-Ear, the college 
weekly. 

College Hall is situated to the west of Old Hall. A three story red 
brick structure, College Hall contains the offices of the Dean and 
Registrar, the Chemistry and Physics Laboratories, and classrooms in 
the central section. The gymnasium and college chapel are located 
in the west wing. 

Across the main highway on the edge of the broad plateau upon 
which St. Michael’s is built are a number of residence halls. 

Prevel Hall, named after the Reverend Amand Prevel, S.S.E., 
founder of the College, is a white brick building of colonial design. It 
is a residence hall for religious and lay faculty members. 

Opposite the park which Prevel Hall faces, St. Joseph’s Hall, St. 
Edmund’s Hall, and Senior Hall are located. 

St. Joseph’s Hall, a large white wooden building, is the residence 
of the Superior General of the Society of St. Edmund. It is also used 
to accommodate the Brothers of the Society who are completing their 
philosophical studies at St. Michael’s. 

St. Edmund’s Hall is a white two-story house reserved as residence 
hall for first and second year students who are preparing for entrance 


into the Society of St. Edmund. 
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Senior Hall is a square two-story building of cement construction 
which provides quarters for the biology laboratories and lecture hall on 
the first floor, and on the second floor private rooms for approximately 
fourteen upperclassmen. 

West of Prevel Hall and opposite College Hall is located the Hol- 
comb Observatory, a small brick building of colonial design. ‘The 
Observatory 1s capped by a large metal dome, and houses a telescope 
with a twelve-inch mirror so designed that it is suited to photographic 
study of the heavens. 

Austin Hall is the newest addition to the college group of build- 
ings. A large, low, rambling structure, fronted by a wide portico, it 
provides recreational facilities for the students. Austin Hall has a 
seating capacity of one thousand. 

The extreme western section of the college campus contains fifteen 
temporary structures obtained from Fort Ethan Allen which provide 
the facilities necessary to accommodate the increased student body. 

These temporary buildings include St. James’ Hall and St. John’s 
Hall, large resident dorms, St. William’s, St. Patrick’s, and St. Leo’s, 
smaller resident dorms, an infirmary, the college dining-hall and the 
convent of St. Martha, and six one story structures which contain 
apartments for the married veterans attending St. Michael’s and for a 


few of the lay faculty.

In 1933, following a successful season made possible by the still 
remembered Emile Bozek, John Kennedy, Thomas Tionan and others, 
football was dropped as too expensive a sport for a small college like St. 
Michael’s to maintain on a competitive level. The unexpected de- 
mand for football by veterans and non-veterans who filled St. Michael’s 
to overflowing last fall prompted the newly-named moderator of 
athletics, Father John Stankiewicz, to revive the sport. As time for 
practice was short, and as it was virtually impossible to secure varsity 
games, a Junior Varsity team was formed. 

The team, hurriedly put together by Coach Ryan and Father 
Stankiewicz, played its first game against the Middlebury Junior 
Varsity. The result was a scoreless tie. ‘The team showed power and 
surprising cooperation in view of the little coaching it had been given. 

In the next game, played at Northfield against the Norwich Uni- 
versity Junior Varsity, the Michaelmen emerged with an 18-0 victory. 

The following week, St. Michael’s came to grips with the favored 
University of Vermont Junor Varsity at Centennial Field. The 
“Kittens” were turned back to the tune of 20-6. 

Among the players who stood out and showed promise for the 
future were Ronnie Russell, George McLean, George Strizzi, and 
“Fitter” Fitzgibbons on the line, and Jerry Healy and Jack Daly in 
the backfield. 

Next year St. Michael’s will enter varsity competition against such 
teams as Middlebury, the University of Vermont, Norwich, Cham- 


plain, and other colleges.

Having successfully completed an informal Junior Varsity sched- 
ule, St. Michael’s sport temperature was running high. With Carl 
Coffey back from last year, Steve Guter, Ed Hemsworth, and Ken 
Akey—three stellar pre-war players returned, and some outstanding 
freshman material available, high hopes were roused throughout the 
college for the greatest basketball season yet recorded in its annals. 
The hopes were ill-founded, however, for every other basketball team 
in the country was operating under similar conditions, and St. 
Michael’s just wasn’t good enough to overcome the odds against it. 

The strong and speedy St. Mike’s quintet didn’t fare too badly in 
pre-Christmas play, and at the close of the early part of the basketball 
season, they found their scoreboard chalked with victories over the 
Alumni, Plattsburg, Williams, Albany State Teachers, and losses 
only to A. I. C. and Rhode Island State. Post-Christmas play opened 
with a win over Champlain, followed by defeats at the hands of New 
Hampshire State and St. Anselm’s. The Mikemen avenged this latter 
defeat in their next game by overpowering St. Anselm’s 79-73. If the 
season may be said to have a highlight, this was it. A win over Nor- 
wich prompted hopes for a State Championship, but Vermont led by its 
brilliant passer and deadly sharp shooter, Larry Killick, cut these 
short. The Mikemen closed the season with a win over Middlebury, 
and defeats by Champlain, Siena, and Albany State. Their scoreboard 
then read—11 wins, 9 losses. 

It was not, however, an altogether inauspicious season. Ken 
Akey, All State forward, set a new season’s scoring record for St. 
Michael’s with 215 points, and Eddie Hemsworth might even have 
surpassed this had not a bad ankle kept him out of play in the last 
five games. Carl Coffey, All-State guard, turned in consistently credit- 
able performances, and Joe Pattison, who returned to St. Mike’s for 
the last six games, did his best to buck up the faltering quintet. Stan 
Yankowski, John Dean, and “Peanuts” Kasparovich, freshman re- 
cruits, gave promise of ability that will make them an integral part of 
St. Michael’s plans for next year. And players like Harry Scully, Joe 
Brennan, and Johnny Corbett proved their mettle as dependable 
reserves.

George Passabet held the Ver- 
mont men in check while his teammates worked on Mickey Cochrane 
with the winning run. The team closed the season with a deciding 
victory over Norwich. Jim O’Donnell hurled the victory for the 
Michaelmen but he was ably supported by his teammates who gave 
him eighteen hits to drive home fourteen runs. 

The St. Michael’s roster for the 1947 season has found as catchers 
—Donovan, Jadatz and Heaton; the pitchers were Passabet, Keating 
and O’Donnell; the infield—Dean or Denault at first base, Guter at 
second, Tierney at shortstop, Pattison at third; the outfield—Ziter in 
left field, Hemsworth in centerfield, and Martin or Rounds in right 
field.

Senior Class History 





When the new academic year rolled around 
at St. Michael’s in September of 1941, she had, 
by dint of hard labor, scrupulous economy, 
and untold faith acquired a number of inno- 
vations with which to bolster her staff, sur- 
roundings, and student body. Four new teach- 
ers: Father Stankiewicz, Father areau, 
Doctor Stoehr, and Howard Ledden, with the 
spirit of education in their eyes, graciously 
took their places on the Seat of Wisdom, or 
more prosaically, the faculty bench. A lately 
leveled baseball diamond lent beauty to the 
grounds. The newly oiled creaks and groans 
of the renovated fourth floor of Old Hall 
squeaked joyously as they playfully attempted 
to resist the manly footfalls of the new occu- 
pants. Directly across the road from New 
Hall a twelve-inch baby telescope nestled 
snugly in its observatory cradle. St. Michael’s 
had started well that year, and foremost among 
her acquisitions was a sophomoric looking 
group of gentlemen, erstwhile of 1945 but 
today of 1947. 

We all remember well the feeling we had 
after we descended from the Rapid Transit 
busses and found ourselves standing before 
Old Hall in a chaos of trunks, suitcases, voices 
exclaiming, “Is this it?’—“It couldn’t be”— 
“T’m going home.”—‘“‘Are you sure this is 
St. Michael’s?” 


Of course it was St. Michael’s, and we soon

found out in our own simple way that Father 
Linnehan was later to attempt to beat into our 
sorely bewildered minds, namely, that what a 
thing is, is not found in its external quality 
but rather in a thing called essence. We shall 
not wax philosophical here, nor shall we 
attempt to describe or define these essential 
qualities of St. Michael’s. It is a certain “some- 
thing” quite indefinable but most assuredly 
present. Perhaps in ten, fifteen, or even twenty 
years from now, as we reflect on our years 
spent here, we shall more readily understand 
“its” meaning. 

Upon registering, we found that it only cost 
us five dollars and our signatures to become a 
member of Father James H. Petty’s growing 
family. We refer of course to the Very Rev. 
James H. Petty, s.s.z., who served as our Presi- 
dent until 1946 when he was succeeded by the 
Very Rev. Daniel P. Lyons, s.s.zc. We think 
ourselves fortunate to have had the direction 
and guidance of such two fine priests and 
gentlemen. 

While on the subject of officials, you will re- 
member that the Dean was the Very Rev. 
Father Purtill, the present highly respected 
Superior General of the Society. The Prefect 
of Discipline was Father ining (oh, those 
Saturday morning campus slips!), the Treas- 
urer was Father Lyons, and “Howie” Ledden 
held down the post of Registrar. 
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It was only a matter of a few days before 
we were caught in a whirlwind of academic 
“Tours de force’ and extra-curricular activity. 
We first elected class officers. Genial Ed Lynch 
was elected chairman, and then we were off. 
Those were the days of nineteen hours, and 
the slogan was “75 and get into everything.” 
And get into everything we did, including 
trouble. The clubs in those days were in full 
operation. Our Shakespeares, Shelleys, and 
Swinburnes patronized Doctor Durick’s New- 
man Lyceum; Club Carillon turned out less 
fluent Boyers and Hildegardes in a matter of 
a few meetings. Edmund Burke rolled in his 
grave as he listened to the bombastic proceed- 
ings of the Debating Club; the Biology Club 
pursued the amoeba and the paramecium all 
over the Winooski River; and broken heads, 
legs, and feelings could only mean one thing, 
the Outing Club had been to Mansfield, or 
Trinity had a sleigh ride. 

Although our studies and school social func- 
tions in those early days kept us pretty much 
in check, we always seemed to find time for 
our periodical ramblings to Colchester’s ultra- 
ultra restaurant, “Millie’s.” Here in this swank 
and fashionable cafe among splattering grease, 
horseburgers, and nurs-ical talk, the intelligent- 
sia, over brown water and sinkers that were 
sinkers, discussed such problems as teacher effi- 
ciency, what’s wrong with the baseball team 
this year, and the causes, effects, and remedies 
of Father Tining’s disciplinary actions. No 
very astute conclusions were ever drawn, but 
all agreed that it would be a fine thing if 


St. Michael’s had a millionaire alumnus who 
would die and leave his fortune to the school. 

Ole Man Winter trudged meanly to the Hill- 
top in *41 and took up his customary residence 
in Old Hall, remaining with us until early 
March *42. During his stay things happened 
but quickly! The basketball team, paced by 
two of our own boys, Eddie Hemsworth and 
Joe Pattison, turned in a fine record at the nets. 
The newly organized Beaver Band, under the 
leadership of “Doc Thabault,”- with_“Red 
Baker” on the slide trombone, gave out with 
anything and everything in a musical “do or 
die” in support of the old Alma Mater. On 
December 8, 1941 we Freshmen were enrolled 
in the Sodality of the Blessed Virgin, under 
whose loving protection we have been these 
ensuing years. The Winter edition of the school 
Quarterly, the Lance, rolled off the press and 
before the ink was dry the school in general 
and the Freshman class in particular were 
acclaiming the new ‘poet laureate’ of St 
Michael’s, Dick Brown, and his very fine liter- 
ary piece “Ihe Untimely Demise of slim 
Oc Voole” 

The hockey team, composed mainly of *45 
men, including the Connor brothers, “Freddie 
anceelackes| ACk emt Oe Ouintnrs Ladies 
Bouchard, = Role Wiartela dnd> = Bie Al 
Anglin, were keeping Father Stankiewicz busy 
freezing the rink, after their torrid Saturday 
afternoon sessions. After the Christmas holi- 
days the annual class Play Competition was 
held. Although the Freshman class lost with 
their very comical play within a play, “Dress 
Reversal,” they did place two members on the 
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all-star cast. Remember them: “Madame” 
Quinn and “Horace” Willy Wettstein? 

We started off the new year with the election 
of permanent class officers. “Ed’’ Lynch was 
retained as President, “Jo-Jo” Pray, the Pride 
of Rutland, became his assistant, “Joe” Patti- 
son wrote the notes, and “Frankie” White col- 
lected the money. Overjoyed at the prospect 
of a new year at St. Michael’s, our ecstasy was 
soon turned to despondency. Something hap- 
pened that struck terror into the hearts of every 
Michaelman. Compulsory Physical Education 
was established! ‘The spoken word in our class 
seemed to go something like this: “Everything 
was perfect at St. Michael’s. Now why did 
they have to go and do this?” However, after 
a few days of the usual gripes we stuck out 
our chests and took it like soldiers. We weren't 
kidding about that soldier stuff either, for 
Uncle Sam had begun to speak through the 
medium of little slips of paper called draft 
cards, and those “We Want You” posters in 
front of the Burlington Post Office began to 
mean something. The old gang began to break 
up with someone leaving every other day. The 
rest of us kept on, awaiting our turn or volun- 
teering according to the individual. The base- 
ball team had lost some men but still turned 
out a pretty good club with “Joe” Pattison, 
“Chalk” Nolan, Fred Connor, and Frank 
White representing us. 

The semester closed, and a radical innova- 
tion was introduced at St. Michael’s. For the 
first time in the history of the College, all stu- 
dents were required to attend an eight-week 
Summer Session, if they planned to graduate 


Most of us did attend. We 


remember best the lazy summer afternoons 


with their class. 


spent swimming at North Beach, the two 
brand new tennis courts under constant use, 
and before chapel, the softball games which 
were to us as entertaining as the World Series; 
the devilish attempts to put the books aside 
and brave the fire escape and seek entertain- 
ment. We began the Autumn term of ’42 with 
a new Dean of Studies, the Rev. Father Sulli- 
van. We again elected class officers who are 
listed in the order of their offices; John John- 
son, Thomas Quinn, James Canary, and Rich- 
ard Brown. We hit the books once again with 
new vigor, those of us who were left. We 
waited for our Saturday night privileges just as 
anxiously as before. Winooski and Burling- 
ton were graced with the class of 45 as they 
had been the year before. Old acquaintances 
were renewed and the old places revisited. 
Night life was restricted to the Blue Goose, 
Bernadini’s, the City Hall, Sulham’s Sweet 
Shop, Bill’s Diner, and the Waterman Build- 
ing. Wherever we had friends, there you 
would find us, spreading the spirit of brother- 
hood and good feelings. 

Pete Mitchell (remember Pete) was most 
adept in this missionary work and his assist- 
ant Al Anglin, was a tower of forebearance. 
We had our regular four dances per year. At 
these times every little girl in Winooski and 
Burlington awaited with pounding heart for 
the jingling of their telephones, the harbinger 
of an invitation to “big doins” at the College. 

The Winter of *43 found the class quite de- 
pleted. Empty seats were no longer a novelty. 
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It was in the early part of this semester that 
the Reserves began to infiltrate into the school. 
Many who were here took advantage or dis- 
advantage of the service programs. The 
Mountain-Ear at this time celebrated its first 
anniversary. The little ol’ gossip sheet had 
done well and was read with interest by all 
of us.

Most of us returned to St. Michael’s in the 
middle of *46 or early in ’47. Some of the old 
crew has returned, but there were many more 
unfamiliar faces around us. Our period of 
stress was not long but it was significant. The 
class work was as perplexing to us as Cicero’s 
disputations would be to a Russian soldier. 
Father Dubé, our beloved “‘Pillroller,’ could 
be found doctoring everything from “Psycho- 
headachia” to “rehabilitation tremors.” Father 
Stankiewicz, Dean of Men, could write a best 
seller entitled “The Significance of an Extra 
Night out in Veteran Readjustment.” Juniors, 
Freshmen, Sophomores, and Seniors lost in a 
welter of credits, all found their way somehow 
or other into the class of ’47 and transfer credits 
from service schools and colleges, from The 
Army Record Unit Service in Miller Springs, 


Utah, to the Holy Roller Theological Seminary 
in Your-Dice, North Carolina, were piled high 
on Tom Garrett’s desk. 

About this time the Veterans Administration 
began to take quite an avid interest in Michael- 
men’s education. ‘They were the boys who 
paid the bills, and the monthly checks were 
like “manna” from heaven and as hard to get 
as the $1,500 teacher minimum in Vermont 

In spite of all this readjustment, rehabilita- 
tion, reindoctrination, remorse, we ascended 
from the maelstrom into the open air of organ- 
ized work and disorganized play. 

As we found a regrowth intellectually, St. 
Michael’s found a new growth physically. 
New buildings began to roll from Fort Ethan 
Allen across the fields to our little community. 
By January of 1947 enough of them were 
allocated and renovated to allow a new influx 
of students which raised the enrollment to a 
record high between five and six hundred stu- 
dents. St. Michael’s was on its way in, and 
we were on our way out. 

In the face of the changes we ‘remained 
steadfast as the last of the “old school.” We 
humbly bow out to a new era at St. Michael’s, 
with a last wish that her progress run fast and 
her influence bite deep. 

Thus, the history of the Class ‘of °47 sis 
written. ‘Though this class is composed of men 
who should have graduated anywhere from °42 
to °47, we have tried to cover the history of all 
those past years. Although we are a mixed 
group, we are united as one in this graduating 
class of 1947, with the same training, the same 
ideals, and the same hopes for the future. 
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In Conclusion 


After months of tiresome and almost unending tasks and troubles 
we have completed the first edition of the St. Michael’s Suietp. It is 
with an admixture of pride and pleasure that we complete our labors, 
and with trepidation that we present the final results. 

Although the road has been hard, we have not forgotten those who 
aided us in turning out this year-book.
